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1. MAYORS REPORT 

HONOURABLE MADAM MAYOR, CLLR NH GUMEDE 

I address all of you in a difficult time, where the economic situation is on a downturn. 

As a sphere of government, we must be mindful of the effects of the turmoil as a result of the 
economic situation, whilst ensuring that we deliver services to our communities more 
effectively, effectively and in a sustainable manner. 

As the sphere of government that is closest to the community, it is our responsibility to ensure 
that the budget that we prepare addresses these national government priorities and the needs 
of the communities that we duly serve. 

Our strategic priorities form the basis on which this draft budget is prepared and therefore is a 
clear indication of our commitment to respond to the needs of our people, at all levels within 
our communities. This budget was further prepared on a basis of introspection by ourselves, 
looking at the past achievements as well as recognising our shortcomings and identifying ways 
in which we can do things differently and better. 

Reflection on the 2009/2010 budget year 

The Disaster Management Centre officially opened its doors during the financial year and will 
further strengthen our commitment to all out communities. 

The Sportfields 

• Ghandinagar - R and phase 1 is complete 

• Olwansini - R and is approx. 65 % complete 

• Amandawe - R and is approx. 40 % complete 

Full completion of the Olwansini and Amandawe sportsfields are expected in the first quarter of 
the 2010/201 1 financial year. 

The 2009 / 2010 financial year saw the completion of the R 27 million rehabilitation of 
Umdoni Beaches due to damages caused by the Tidal Surge Damage 
R 1 .6 million has been spent on the upliftment of the refuse removal services, which includes 
the purchase of a refuse compactor. 

A further skip loader at R 600 000 was purchased to extend our rural refuse programme. 

The Maiangeni Library has been formally handed over during September 2009 
The provision of adequate housing for all has proved to be one of the greatest challenges of 
our country. Umdoni Municipality is committed to the construction of 1000 houses for the 
Amahlongwa and Maiangeni areas respectively. We are further committed to the Umzinto 
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Slums Clearance Project, which will provide 2 252 houses for both the low and middle income 
communities, i.e. Farm Isonti Project. 

A substantiai amount of work has further been achieved in terms of the estabiishment of ward 
committees, during the past year, at a budgetary provision of R 1 15 000 and wiil continue in 
the following financial year, improving the public participation process with our communities. 
Grants and subsidies in respect of alternate energy has increased from 5 liters to 7 liters 
allocation to the disadvantaged communities have been allocated at R 2, 2 million for the 
current financial year. These grants Include the grant in aid for various non-profit 
organisations, the provision of energy based gel to 3000 users. 

Special projects targeting the upliftment of youth and women, disability programmes and 
addressing the effects of HIV/AIDS have been driven during the current financial year at a 
budgetary provision of R 700 000. 

The construction of the Olwasini Bridge is currently being undertaken by DOT and began in 
October 2009. 

2010/2011 Budget 

A total of R 122 760 104 has been allocated for the continued rehabilitation project. 

Approx. R 55 million of capital expenditure has been allocated towards rural roads which 
include grading and compacting the roads, repairs to stormwater infrastructure, construction of 
access roads, and repairing the low lying bridges that have been severely damaged during the 
storm damage. 

Approx. R 11,8 million is envisaged to be spent on the upgrade of the Park Rynie Industrial 
Park. This is a joint venture with Ugu District Municipality and Umdoni Municipality with 
Umdoni contributing R 7,8 Million and the balance being funded by Ugu DM. This project 
entails upgrade of the roads, stormwater, sewer, external lighting and security fencing. 

The new depot for Technical Services has commenced construction at R 3 million in the new 
financial year, and is envisaged to be completed by October 2010. 

The Scottburgh Town Hall has been upgraded at a cost of R 4,5 million. A community hall for 
KwaCele has further been budgeted for at R 2,9 million with construction to be commenced in 
June 2010. 

The upgrade to the Humberdale Cemeteries have been prioritized this year at R 3,6 million, 
which was funded via the Municipal Infrastructure Grant. Phase two of this project will be 
completed by May 2010. Phase 3 is due to begin thereafter. 

Despite the fact that the restoration of the roads will be undertaken from the disaster funding, 
an amount of R 2,4 million has been further allocated for the repairs and maintenance to both 
rural and urban roads. In addition R 2,9 million has been budgeted for additional vehicles and 
equipment for the Roads Department. 

A further refuse compactor will be purchased for approx R 2 million. 

Grants and subsidies paid to the communities have been budgeted at R 4,5 million for the 
new financial year. This includes R 180,000 for grant in aid, R 126,500 for indigent burials. 
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and R 3,2 million for the provision of energy gel for an additional 1000 users, bringing the total 
number of users benefiting from this provision to 5000 users. The provision of electricity for 
indigent members of the community has been budgeted at R 574,000. 

Special programmes, including the youth, women, disability initiatives, HIV/Aids campaigns, 
and sport and recreation being allocated R 831,000. 

This budget has not been prepared in isolation, but rather as a holistic approach in realising 
our vision of service delivery excellence by 2012. The upcoming financial year is expected to 
be a trying time for all, and our aim is to ensure that our limited resources are spent wisely and 
effectively, and eradicate wastage. Strategic plans have been implemented to reduce 
administrative support expenditure and allocate these resources to targeted driven 
expenditure.

As evident from the above mentioned graph, it is clear that the capital budget has decreased 
from R 372 million in the adjustment budget to R 132 million for the upcoming financial year. 


A trend analysis of the capital budget allocations per department from 2007/2008 to the 
upcoming financial year follows: 


YEAR ON YEAR TREND ANALYSIS PER DEPARTMENT 
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Technical Services budget allocation has increased substantially from R 12 million in 
2007/2008 to R 131 million in the upcoming financial year. Other departments have decreased 
significantly over the past years, which indicates the municipality’s commitment to service 
delivery.

The capital budget for the 2010/201 1 financial year is focused toward improving the lives of the 
communities, and therefore 98% of the capital budget has been targeted toward Technical 
Services. The projects within this department of R 122 million relates to the flood disaster, 
which funding was received from National Government to address the damage Incurred. 
Community services constititutes 2% of the capital budget. 


Capital Budget by GFS 
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The above mentioned graph categorises the capital budget by GFS classification, with roads 
and stormwater receiving the largest allocation of 96%. This is due to the Flood Disaster 
Management Grant being received from National Treasury for the rehabilitation of the roads 
infrastructure 


2010/2011 CAPITAL BUDGET BY FUNDING 
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The 10/1 1 capital budget accounts for four funding sources, being revenue generated income, 
external loan, the Flood Disaster funding gazetted by National Treasury as well as MIG 
Funding. Due to the limited resources and the current economic situation, revenue funded 
assets have been capped at just above R 1,7 million rand, which aligns the budget to the 
strategic priorities of Council. 
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4.3 2010/2011 OPERA TIONAL BUDGET OVER VIEW 

OPERATING REVENUE 

The estimated operating income has been indicated at R 226 million. An analysis of prior year 
trend levels of Income Is reflected below: 


Year on Year Trend Analysis for Total Revenue 
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Income levels have been estimated at actual collection levels and the 10/11 budget indicates 
income levels which are realistic and attainable by the municipality. The impact of the global 
economic crisis has been considered extensively during the establishment of these income 
levels, as a substantial amount of consumers will no longer be able to afford the level of 
increases experienced in the past. 
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Operating Revenue by Source 
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As indicated above, 65% of the income anticipated to be received by the municipality relates to 
Government Grants, followed by property rates which represent 22% of the estimated income. 
Included in the grants and subsidies are the equitable share allocation which has been 
gazetted at R 21 million, followed by R 1,2 million allocated for the Finance Management Grant 
and the remainder as non cash recognition of a portion of the Flood Disaster Grant in 
accordance with the GRAP/GAMAP standards. 


OPERATING EXPENDITURE 


The total operating expenditure has been estimated at R 226 million. The graph below reflects 
the trend of expenditure levels as follows: 


Year on Year Trend Analysis For Operating Expenditure 
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Whilst our income base has been limited due to the current economic times, the day to day 
operational expenditure is increasing, which is attributable to inflationary increases and 
increased service delivery expectations. We therefore find ourselves In a situation where we 
have to spend the reduced income that we have on expenditure that matters, and will improve 
the lives of the communities that we serve. Therefore, this budget was prepared on the basis 
that administrative expenditure will be reduced, and that targeted expenditure, based on our 
strategic priorities, is enhanced.

6. TARIFF OF CHARGES - 2010/2011 FINANCIAL YEAR 

The tariff of charges for the upcoming financial year have been reviewed on an individual basis 
by all respective departments and have been open to comments by both Councillors and 
Officials. The revised tariff of charges has been included in Annexure 9 for consideration by 
the public. 

7. PROPERTY RATES RANDAGES AND REBATES - 2010/2011 FINANCIAL 
YEAR 

Umdoni Municipality implemented the Municipal Property Rates Act for the first time for the 
08/09 financial year. This resulted in a revaluation of all properties within the Umdoni area, 
and was aligned to market related values. With this valuation, came the implementation of a 
new rates policy, and applicable tariffs, rebates and relief to the poor. 

Being the second year of implementation, we are still in the process of addressing objections 
and appeals as well as adjusting our income levels based on the interims and amended 
supplementary rolls being received. 
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The current economic situation has further increased the financial burden on households 
throughout the country and has contributed to the struggle of day to day living and job security 
and sustainability. 

As a sphere of government, we are sensitive to the crisis that we face, and therefore we have 
accounted for an 8% increase in the rates randages for residential properties, 8.5% for 
industrial and commercial properties and 6% for vacant properties for the upcoming financial 
year. This 8% increase will assist in addressing the infiationary pressures experienced as well 
as assist in the municipality being abie to contribute more effectively to the enhancement of 
service deiivery. Therefore, for 2010/2011 financial year, we propose the rates randages and 
rebates as indicated below:

11. BUDGETING ASSUMPTIONS 

The budgeting assumptions that underpin the 2010/201 1 budget preparation are as follows: 

Revenue 

• All revenue levels were based on current and past year actual trends, and therefore 
resulted in a realistic revenue base; 

• Both property rates and refuse removal income was increased by 8% and 6 % 
respectively on current year actual billable revenue; 

• The Clinic subsidy has not been included in the operating income and neither has the 
expenditure been budgeted for; 

• Interest on investments was decreased by R 3 million due to the decrease in the 
disaster fund; 
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Expenditure 

• The following areas were targeted in terms of the reduction of administrative 
expenditure: 

o Advertising 

o No additional staff were budgeted for 

o Employment of contract workers 

o Telephones 

o Conferences and meetings 

o Printing and Stationery 

o Special Functions 

• Employee costs were budgeted at an estimated increase of 10% from current year 
expenditure levels; 

• Electricity was budgeted at an increase of 25% utilizing the full year forecasted 
expenditure of the current year and taking in to account Eskoms tariff increase;

prior arrangements have been made for the payment of such charges by monthly instalments, and the instalment due for any month remains unpaid 


after the last working day of that month, the penalty interest shall be calculated on the amount of such instalment then unpaid.
